Atlantic City N. J., November 21.—

 GConference Won't End Yet.: 

That the close of the conference will 
not come much before the end of the 
week was indicated by the departure 
tonight of Dr. J. R. Mott, one of the 
American commissioners, for Cleveland 
where he will speak tomorrow night. 
He expected to return late Thursday 
but hts absence will not delay dis- 
cussion. 

The departure of his Cabrera for 
Philadelphia tonight was much more 
of a puzzel than was the going of Dr. 
Mott. Mr. Cabrera went without ad- 
vising the American commissioners of 
his intention and it was only after he 
had left that it was said by one of the 
attaches of the Mexican commission 
that he had gone to consult Rafael 
Nieto, sub-secretary of finance, who 
came to the United States ‘several days 
ago, regarding changes in the min- 
ing decrees.: There was prevalent here 
an opinion that he might also receive 
through Mr. Nieto fresh indications of 
what General Carranza desired him 
and his colleagues to do. Mr. Cabrera 
left word here that he would be back 
in the morning. 

The American Proposition, 

Secretary Lane and his colleagues 
faced the Mexican representatives to- 
day and in terms that were not am- 
biguous and that appeared to admit 
of little doubt, submitted the Ameri- 
can proposition. They insisted that 


the rights of all foreigners in Mexico, 


American or otherwise, must be re- 


apected. 

Under the terms of the program the 
American troops will be withdrawn 
within sixty or ninety days if in that 
time General Carranza has demon- 
etrated his ability to prevent raids in 
their vicinity. This conditional with- 
drawal is to be followed by the polic- 
ing of the border by the two armies, 
but there will be no joint action. The

LINE OF RETREAT BARRED 


{PROBABLY CUT. 


TO THE RUMANIAN FORCES 


Cut Of f— The Situation 
Seems to Be Exceedingly 
. Serious. 


New York, November 21.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—The 
Austro-German forces pushing east- 
ward through southwest Rumania have 
captured the town of Craiova, and the 
Rumanians who ar2 retreating down 
the Jiul valley and at otaer points 
from the Transylvania Alps region ap- 
parently are in danger of being cut off. 

Troops of King Ferdinand in the Jiul 
valley have reached Filliash, but here 
they are outflanked by the Teutonic 
allies at Craiova, and witnout the aid 
of a railroad to convey them eastward, 
seemingly must be caught on the plains 
of Wallachia in the vise of the Austro- 
Germans, which is closing in on them 
from the north and the south. 

The capture by General von Faiken- 
hayn’s forces of Craiova apparently 
clinches the Austro-German hold upon 
a large section of western Wallachia 
and probably means the cutting off of 
important Rumanian forces from their 
line of retreat by railroad, * Craiova 
lies. on the main line between Orsova

The Rumanian army retreating in the 
Jiul valley was falling back toward 
this.town and was reported in the Pet- 
rograd official statement of Tuesday 
to have reached the regfon of Filliash, 
about 40 miles northwest of Craiova. 
If General von Falkenhayn’s troops 
-have beaten it to Craiova, as seems 
probable, its railway line of retreat 
thus is severed. Likewise, it would ap- 
pear that the Rumanian force which 
had been operating in the Orsova re- 
gion was seriously imperilled, if not 
cut off by this new Teutonic success. 

Craiova before the war had a popu- 
lation of nearly 50,000 and was an ac- 
tive center of Rumanian trade. 

Added peril to the Rumanians in this 
region is noted in the continued advance 
of the Teutonic allies on the Alt val- 
ley, south of the Rothenthurm pass, 
where Petrograd admits the Wumanians 
are retiring slowly southward. An ad- 
vance eastward along the railway 25 
miles to Slatina would give tue Austro- 
Germans this important railroad town 
and compel the retreating Pumanians 
in the Alt valley also to take the high 
roads in an endeavor to escape in the 
direction of Bucharest. 


ALLIES GAINING 
NORTH OF MONASTIR. 


In Macedonia, according to Paris, the 
entente allied troops to the north of 
Monastir are still pressing the Ger- 
mans and Bulgars. West of Monastir 
the Italians have repulsed counter at- 
tacks delivered by the Teutonic allies. 
An unofficial dispatch from Saloniki 
says the Serbians have captured seven 
villages west and northwest of Mon- 
astir, taken many prisoners and field 
guns, machine guns and a quantity of 
war material. 

Little fighting is reported from any 
of the other fronts. In the Somme re- 


gion of France a heavy fog hung over 
the entire battlefield Tuesdey and 
nothing but artillery duels took place.

The. first intimation recetved here 
that Emperor Francis Joseph’s health

November 12, emanating from a Vien- 


na news agency, which reported that 
the emperor had been suffering for 
Some days from a slight catarrhal 


affection. 


Subsequent reports from various 
sources, more or less conflicting, rep- 
resented that his condition was be- 
coming worse, but none of them 
indicated that his illness threatened 
to reach a critical state, and from 
Vienna came assurances that he was 
still able to give audiences to one or 
more ministers daily. 

What gave some credence to the 
suspicion that his condition was much 


graver than the official’ bulletins indi-. 


cated was the report, which still lacks 
confirmation, that it had been decided 
to associate'.the heir to the throne, 
Archduke Charles Francis, in the gov- 
ernment of the country, and that he 
was to assume the position on Decem- 
ber 2, on the sixty-eighth anniversary 
of the emperor’s ascension: to the 
throne.

REWARDS ARE OFFERED 
FOR SINKING SUBMARINES 


London, November 71.—Robert P. 
Houston, member of parliament from 
Liverpool and head of the Houston 
line of steamers, writes to The Times 
urging that the British mercantile 
marine take sea law into its own 
hands and arm ships against subma- 
rines regardless of government restric- 
tions. Mr. Houston offers the British 
master of any British merchant ship 
£2,000 for each German submarine he 
robably sinks, up to a total of fifty, 
etween now and May 31.

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United States Told That 


Steamers Rowanmore and 
Antwerpen Were Destroy- 
ed in Accordance With 


Law. 


Berlin, November 21.—(Via London.) 
Secretary Joseph T. Grew; of the Unit- 
ed States embassy, received today the 
German reply in regard to the sink- 
ing of the British steamer Rowanmore 
and three steamers which were lost 
in September. In regard to the Rowan- 
more the German government denies 
that the submarine fired on lifeboats 
containing members of the crew and 
maintains that the men of the Rowan- 
more owe their lives to the precau- 
tions taken by the Germans and the 
skill with which their operations were 
carried out. 

In respect to two of the remaining 
steamers in question the German gov- 
ernment states they were not sunk by 
German forces and maintains that the 
Antwerpen, the third steamer, was Ge- 
stroyed in full accordance with the 
rules of international law. 


The Antwerpen was built at Newport 
News for the Standard Oil company 
and was on her maiden trip to Lon- 
don when she was sunk. She was a 
vessel of 11,300 tons. 


34] PERSONS KILLED 
AND OVER 600 INURED 


Petrograd, November 21.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—It is announced officially that 
341 persons have been killed and 667 
persons injured in an explosion at Bak- 
aritsa. 

The statement follows: 

“According to supplementary infor- 
mation the number of persons killed b 
the explosion at Bakaritsa was foun 
after clearing the debris of masonry, 
to be 341, while the number of persons 
injured, according to reports received 
from hospitals, amounts to 49 officers 
and officials, 437 soldiers, 131 civilians 
and 25 women. Of the crews of British 
merchant ships 27 were killed and 25 
injured, 

“The large number of victims is ex- 
Plained by the fact that the explosion 
occurred Surinn the dinner hour, when 
the men were resting in huts wrecked 
by the explosion.” 

Net Due to Submarine. 

London, November 21.—A Reuter’s 
dispatch from Petrograd says it is au- 
thoritatively announced that only two 
vessels were destroyed in the recent 
explosion in the harbor of Bakaritza, 
near Archangel. These were the Brit- 
ish steamer Baron Driesen and the 
British coal steamer Earl of Forfar, 
moored beside the Baron Driesen, Rus- 
sian authorities make a categorical de- 
nial of the German report that seven 
munition laden ships were destroyed 
and the Russian admiralty declares that 
the German report attributing the first 
explosion on board the Baron Driesen 
to a submarine is absurd, adding that 
German ‘submarines cannot possibly 
penetrate to Pakaritza harbor.

Fifteen years ago appeared Katha- 
rina Schratt, formerly of the Imperial 
theater. By her tact and wit she suc- 
ceeded in creating for herself a place 
below but beside the throne, never ac- 
corded wefore her time ‘so openly and 
SO permanently to any woman.

Says Wm. Guerin, Though 

She Furnished New York | 
With Best Commissioners 
That City Ever Had. 


Atlanta has furnfshed New York city 
with “two of the greatest and ablest 
fire commissioners it ever had,” in the 
persons of Joseph Johnson and Robert 
Adamson, former and incumbent fire 
commissioner, respectively, of New 
York, and yet is itself alarmingly de- 
ficient in fire protection and preven- 
tion, William Guerin, ex-deputy chief 
of the New York fire department, told 
an audience in Taft hall last night. 

Mr. Guerin was for 25 years an ac-, 


tive member of the New York fire de- ; 


partment, resigning as deputy chief 
three years ago, since which time he 
has been connected with fire preven- 
tion work, and he is now chief of the 
bureau of fire prevention of New York 
city. He is also chairman of the Na- 
tional Fire Prevention league, and is

He lectured last night at the request 


of Fire Chief William Cody and other ' 


city officials and the fire prevention 
committee of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce. He was introduced by City 
Attorney James L. Mayson.

Study of Atlanta’s Needs. 


‘“T have made a careful study of fire : 


eonditions in Atlanta,” said Mr. Guerin, 
“and it all shows me that Atlanta, 
while it has an extraordinarily effi- 
cient fire department, so far as per- 
sonnel goes, and a most efficient and 
capable head in Chief Cody, it is by 
no means up to the standard it should 
have attained in the matter of safe- 
guarding against fire hazard. 
“Atlanta i's perhaps the most metro- 
politan city of its size in the country— 
certainly in the south. it has all of 
the hazards and dangers of a metrop- 
olis, without the means of meeting 
them properly and effectively. There 
are several changes I would recom- 
mend. 
“First of all, your fire department 
should be placed under civil service 
regulations, so that no member of the 
department would be removable ex- 
cept for cause to be proven. 
“Second, you should, as quickly as 
possible, motorize all fire apparatus. 
This would practically double the ef- 
ficiency of your department. 
“Third—and I want@#to lay especial 
emphasis upon this—you should give 
the chief at least a dozen more men 
so that he could use that number of 
the older firemen for inspection and 
fire prevention work instead of put- 
ting them upon the pension list. This 
plan would ‘save in the pension fund 
and at the same time provide a fine 
corps of trained and capable inspec- 
tors. 
Need More Water Mains. 
“Fourth, Atlanta needs more water 
mains. In this it is far short of what 
a city of its size should be. Its large 
water mains should be extended 
throughout its districts’of high prop- 
erty values. 


“Fifth, you need an ordinance pines | 


/ 


ing the exits in all buildings, installa- 
tion and regulation over all heating, 
lighting and power appliances and al 
auxiliary fire fighting appliances in 
all buildings under the direct super- 
vision and authority of the chief of the 
fire department. 

“You have an anti-wooden shingle 
ordinance, but it_is not strong enough. 
The shingle roof is one of your great- 
est menaces, and it should be done 
away with entirely in congested and 
high value districts, and so far as pos- 
sible throughout the entire city.

Baltimore, November 21.—Bishop Al- 
pheus W. Wilson, of. the Methodist 
Episcopal chureh, south, died at his 
home here today.

Werk Will Cost $18,490. 

The cost of the repair work will to- 
tal $19,490, according to the terms of 
the contract passed yesterday by coun- 
cil. The contract calls for a complete 
repair of the bridge according to the 
plans and specifications made by C. E. 
Kauffman; bridge engineer of the chief 
of constructien’s department. The 
spans of the bridge will be renewed, 
weak girders replaced and any otuer 
part of the frame found to be faulty 
repaired. 

The contract calis for the completion 
ef the work within four months from 
the time of beginning and sets a pen 
alty on the contractor for non-comple- 
tion ef the repairs within the time al- 
lowed. 

The award of the contract yesterday 
was in the nature of a calling for bids 
and award. The bridge committee

Bridge Not Modern Structure. 

That the Edgewood avenue bridge is 
far from a modern siructure is the con- 
sensus of opinion of the present offi- 
clals of the city’s engineering depart- 
ment, the council and the officials of 
the engineering department under 
whose regime the structure was built. 
This, say they all, accounts for the 
fact that the bridge is now in its pres- 
ent dilapidated condition. 

The bridge was erected in 1904-5 
under the supervision and by the en- 
ae aby of former Chief of Construction 

. M. Clayton. Yet, even though far 
from the style ef the modern structure, 
the bridge was supposed to last perma- 
nently. Mr. Clayton, in a statement to 
a Constitution reporter Tuesday de- 
clared that the bridge was the best of 
its kind that could be supplied with 
the inadequate funds which the city 
had on hand. 

“The whole trouble,” declares Mr. 
Clayton, “is the fact that the bridge 
was built several years ago, when traf- 
fic over it was mutch lighter than it 
is at present. It was constructed to 
care for this traffic and for nothing 
heavier, but since its construction heav- 
ier cars have been run constuntly on 
it, cars far heavier chan the bridge is 
supposed to support, and the weakening 
of the structure is but the natural con- 
sequence. : 

“I made a special trip to the bridge 
Tuesday morhing for thé purpose of a 
cursory inspection and the only defects 
that I could see were one or two col- 
umns which had settled considerably. 
I have been riding over the bridge 
practically every day since its erection, 
and I have never yet considered it to 
be dangerous. I don’t consider it dan- 
gerous at the present, but it is in need 
of repairs. ; 


First Concrete Bridge in Atlanta. 


According to Captain Clavton, the 
bridge was the first reinforced con- 
crete structure erected in Atlanta and 
was designed by the Southern Rein- 
forced Concrete company, formerly of 
Atlanta but now of Birmingham. The 
bridge was inspected at its completion 
by Captain Clayton, then chief of con- 
struction, together with Charles. D’Al- 
vigny, an inspector on the work, and 
by these two representatives of the 
city was passed and accepted. 

“Phe whole trouble,” declared the 
former chief, “lies in the fact that 
like all the balance of the structures 
in Atlanta, the bridge had to be built 
according to the amount of money on 


and. 

“As to the increased weight to which 
the bridge is subjected, it ts certainly 
true that the cars which now are used 
over it are much longer, heavier and 
pass more frequently. I have been in- 
formed that elephants when circuses 
were in town have passed over the 
bridge at the same time that street 
cars have crossed. This additional 
weight must, of course, have had its 
effect.” 

“A's to the danger,” he continued 
“the bridge is right now, so far as I 
can see, in exactly the same condi- 
tion it was three or four years ago 
when the columns had first settled.” 


Broken Girders in Bridge. 


A different opinion of the matter 
is entertained and advanced by Coun- 
cilman J. L. McCord, who, as chairenae 
of the bridge committee, has agitated 
the question of repairs and under whose 
orders the ‘structure was recently 
closed. 

“The bridge has several broken gire 
ders in it,” declared the councilman, 
“and is absolutely unsafe for traffic, 
It is a concrete structure and is built 
entirely without a single expansion 
joint. This, when one considers the 
fact that the changing weather causes 
contraction or an expansion, explains 
why the bridge is so weakened. 

“IT took the action that I did in or- 
dering the structure closed simply be« 
cause I considered the step necessary 
for the safety of the people, and be- 
cause when I had taken the matter be- 
fore Mayor Woodward as head of the 
city, he almost ordered me out of the 
office. I left and went to the office 
of City Attorney Mayson, where I was 
advised that I had the necessary au- 
thority to do as I have done. 

“IT also know that the bridge has 
been in'spected by a New York bridge 
expert under employment of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company, who, 
on the completion of his investigation, 
declared that the bridge had not been 
properly constructed and that he had 
found some broken steel beams. This

GIGANTIC BATTLESHIPS 
FOR THE UNITED STATES 


Designers Are Preparing for 
Far Greater Size in Dread- 
naughts. 


Washington, November 21.—Naval 
designers are planning battleships 
which will have a length of 700 feet— 
100 feet longer than ships already pro- 
vided for—and ordnance experts are 
working on a new 16-inch, 60-caliber 
rifle for new battleships which will 
be the most powerful naval gun in 
the world, according to statements 
made today at the hearing by the 
house naval subcommittee on the new 
naval appropriation bill. Rear Ad- 
miral Strauss, chief of ordnance, told 


the committee that it was the purpose 
to arm the ships to be contracted for 
this year with twelve of the new guns. 
That the department is proposing a 
far greater size in future dread- 
naughts developed during the _ testi- 
mony of Rear Admiral Frederick R. 
Harris, chief of the bureau of yards 
and docks. Wis testimony dealt largely 
with the increased cost of equipping 
government yards for the building of 
capital ships’ and during its course 
he expressed doubt that it would be 
‘possible to construct at the Philadel- 
phia yard within the estimate the 
1,000 foot drydock for which congress 
has appropriated $3,000,000. A similar 
dock at Norfolk, he said, apparently 
could be finished at that price. Bids 
for building the Philadelphia dock will 
be asked next January. ba 
od em eae hig estimates 3 the 
fiscal: year -1918, Admiral Harris said 
increasing prices of material and labor 
were raneerine the huge navy building 
program on which the country has 
embarked doubly expensive.

U-BOAT SHELLS STEAMER 
WIT HOUT ANY WARNING 


New York, November 21.—The Brit- 
ish steamship Siamese Prince, return- 
ing in ballast after delivering a cargo 
of horses at Brest for the French gov- 
ernment, was fired upon without warn- 
ing, presumably by a German subma- 
rine, off the French coast on Novem- 
ber 4, wre gers to officers of the ves- 
sel, which arrived here today.

The convention is attended by ap- 
proximately 1,000 people, of whom ‘300 
are delegates representing 38 states. 

Governor Park Trammell and Senator 
Duncan WU. Fletcher were among the 
speakers at today’s sessions. 

“The Farmers’ union will stand by Its 
friends wherever it finds them,” de- 
clared President Barrett in opening the 
convention. 

“The union has never been in parti- 
san politics and will not be,” contin- 
ued Mr. Barrett. “Yet right here you 
may take it from me that no amount of 
partisan lashing shall drive the union 
from the support of its friends nor 
force it to sustain its political enemies. 
Knowing itself, its powers and limita- 
tions, the union is determined to control 
itself. This simply means that the 
union is not going to take its orders 
and directions from the outside. It 
means that the union is sane, self-sus- 
taining and self-sufficing. It will fear- 
lessly and steadfastly exercise its pow- 
er for the betterment of the union, the 
producers of life’s necessities and the 
uplift of the human race.” | . 


“Pretended Friends.” 


Mr. Barrett warned the uiiion against 
pretended friends, “who, when the im- 
portant moment comes, do not hesitate 
to dodge the issue.” 

As an indication of the growth of 
the Farmers’ union during the year, 
President Barrett said charters had 
been granted to two new state organ- 
izations, Montana and North Dakota, 
and three others were nearly ready. 
Equally important, he pointed out, was 
the steady development of the union’s 
co-operative business enterprises which 
were getting better and more substan- 
tial results practically everywhere. 

” we would earn more as pro- 
ducers of wealth, we must learn more 
as wealth producers,” said Mr. Barrett. 
“We must know enough to co-operate 
to secure and realize the equitable 
worth of our work.” 

Through the efforts of organized 
farmers, Mr. Barrett declared, the ru- 
ral free delivery, the parcels post, the 
new rural credits law and better rural 
schools had been achieved. What had 
been accomplished was nothing, he said, 
to what would be accomplished by co- 
operative effort.

PUT THE RIVER TO WORK. 

Announcement comes from West Point 
that the people of that city are heartily co- 
operating with Atlanta in putting the Chat- 
tahoochee river to work. Nor is West Point 
alone in the purpose. Undoubtedly every 
town and community within the Chattahoo- 
chee’s radius of action stands ready to help. 

There is plenty of power in the Chatta- 
hoochee river in its 500-foot fall between 
Atlanta and Columbus to supply all indus- 
trial development for many years and to 
provide a surplus for the smaller com- 
mercial or residence purposes through terri- 
tory for miles around. 

The federal government is to establish, 
under authority of a recent act of congress, 
somewhere in the United States, a great 
nitrate plant, for the manufacture of nitric 
acid and nitrates from the nitrogen of the 
air. Already $20,000,000 has been appro- 
priated for this purpose. The matter of the 
selection of a site for this plant As in the 
hands of the president, who has called upon 
the war department to make the necessary 


, preliminary inquiries and report what loca- 


tion is most feasible and best suited to the 
purpose. ‘ 
It is stated that the Chattahoochee river 
is capable of the cheapest development of 
abundant power of any water site in the 
south, if not in the entire country. « With 
this advantage and possibility to offer, not 
only West Point and Atlanta, but all Geor- 
gia should get back of the proposal and 


‘leave no stone unturned to bring about the 


location of this plant upon the Chattahoo- 
chee. If Georgia is to get it, there is where 
it must go. : 

Congressman W. C. Adamson, of the 
fourth Georgia district, has already inter- 
ested himself in the matter, and is urging 
the Chattahoochee ag the logical site for 
this development. But it sho&ld be more 
than a single district matter; it is a move. 
ment that should command the most diligent 
effort of the entire Georgia delegation, both 
senators and representatives. Acting to- 
gethe? in determined accord, it is within 
their power to present the situation in such 
@ way as to command attention for the ad- 
vantages the Chattahoochee offers. 

This development upon the Chattahoo- 
chee would mean vastly more even than the 
great nitrate plant which the government 
must erect to protect itself in the matter of 
powder supply, as well as to furnish, inci- 
dentally, 
would mean an enormous supply of electric 


nitrates for fertilizer uses.- It 


current available for commercial and resi- 
dence uses in surrounding territory; but 
even more than that, it would mean the 
beginning of the development of the Chat- 
tahoochee river as a navigable water course 
all the way from Atlanta to the Gulf. 

This is a proposal which, in times past, 
has sounded more or less chimerical; but 
those who once laughed at it now know it 
to be capable of actual achievement. Prop- 
erly dammed for power purposes and with 
its shoals removed, barge traffic on the 
Chattahoochee from Atlanta to Columbus 
will become easily practicable, and Colum- 
bus is already in river touch with the Gulf. 

It is assuredly the work of more than a 
day, but it can be done at a cost that will 


fully justify the expenditure. And it is go 


ing to be done. 


We should get to work energetically and 


diligently now to put the government nitrate

AN IDEAL APPOINTMENT. ° 


Selection by Governor Harris of Hon. 
John T. Boifeuillet, of Macon, to be railroad 
commissioner in place of Commissioner 
Jéseph F. Gray, resigned to become general 
manager of the Ocilla Southern railroad, 
makes an ideal appointment to Georgia’s 
most important official board. 

Seldom has a choice proceeding from 
personal ‘and political friendship found so 
able and so well qualified a man for the po- 
sition to which Mr. Boifeuillet goes. But in 
him Governor Harris found the combination 
he most needed, and while rewarding a 
loyal friend he has rendered a distinct serv: 
ice to the state. 

Mr. Boifeuillet goes to the railroad com- 
mission with absolutely a free hand, coupled 
with -a knowledge of Georgia and Georgia 
affairs which will prove invaluable in the 
service he is to render ag a member of the 
board. 

For many years clerk of the house of rep- 
resegtatives—a man whose popularity would 
have kept him there for’ many years to 
come—there is perhaps, no man in Georgia 
who has a wider or more thorough familiar- 
ity with recent legislation than Mr. Boifeuil- 
let. It has been under his clerkship in the 
house that practically all of the important 
legislation under which the railroad com- 
mission is now operating has been adopted. 

But, more than that, he knows Georgia 
and Georgia conditions as, perhaps, do few 
men in the state. .In fact, his life has been 
much given to the study of state resources, 
history and affairs in all their various rami- 
fications, of which railroad conditions form 
iitimate and important part. 

Another particular qualification which 
Mr. Boifeuillet possesses for work of this 
character is the diplomatic instinct, which 
has been exemplified in his every relation; 
and for the cultivation of which he has had 
remarkable opportunity in his service in 
Washington with Senator Bacon and more 
recently in his attachment to the American 
embassy in London. 

Altogether, it would have been difficult 


to find a man wholly free from railroad en-. 


tanglements and alliances of every charac- 
ter and at the same time so well qualified 
from every standpoint for the service which 
he will be called upon to render the state. 

The appointment is both an ideal and a 
worthy one, and Georgians may rest content 
that they will be well and faithfully served 
at the hands of Commissioner Boifeuillet.

The Price of Cotton. 


Editor Constitution: Frequently of late I 
notice that newspapers publish the statement 
that cotton is selling at the highest price 
since the civil war. 

This is erroneous. 

‘The civil war closed in 1866. All com- 
modities sold at abnormally high prices dur- 
ing the civil: war, and for some years efter; 
wheat in fact making its high of $3.33 per 
bushel after the close. of the war, in 1867, 
Cotton, corn, sugar, coffee, wool, iron, copper 
and pork all made high in 1864. Cotton gola 
at slightly more than $1 a pound, corr 
at. $1.44, sugar 25c, coffee 37%c, wool 
$1, iron $59.22 per ton, copper 47¢ pound, pork 
$44 per barrel. — 

Cotton has séld above 20 cents a pound in 
six separate years since the war closed, or 
every year from 1867 to 1873, inclusive, with 
the exception of 1871, when it brought 16.95. 
In 1867 it was 31.59; in 1868, 24.85; in 1869, 


29.01; in 1870, 23.98; im 1872, 22.19, and in 
1873, 20.14. So then it would be proper to 
say that cotton is now selling at the highest 
price since 1872, and not “since the close of 
the civil war.”

Vote Down Amendment for Increase 


In City Taxes, 


Urges Judge Hillyer 


Unalterably opposed to the proposed 
amendment to the city charter of Atlanta, as . 
permission to amend was given by the legis- 
lature at its last session, to increase the 
Atlanta tax rate from one and one-quarter 
to one and a half per cent, Judge George Hill- 
yer, member of the state railroad commis- 
sion, has written a letter to The Constitu- 
tion setting forth his views and objections 
as follows: 


Editor Atlanta Constitation: I am really 
surprised that the proposal to raise the tax 
rate in Atlanta from 1% to 1% per cent, 
which is to be voted on by the people at 
the coming election on December 6, is at- 
tracting so little attention. 

At its last session the legislature (see 
laws 1916, page 545) passed an act to strike 
out from the cit? charter the words ‘a tax 
not to exceed 1% per cent’ and insert in lieu 
thereof the words, ‘a tax not to exceed 1% 
per cent.’ The amendment then sets out at 
large how that section of the charter is to 
read when thus amended. The act proposing 
said amendment contains the further provi- 
sion that it shall be submitted, for ratifica- 
tion or rejection, to the people at the De- 
cember election, 1916, and decidres that if a 
majority of ‘those voting shall vote in the 
affirmative, these provisions shal] at once 
become effective and operative.’ But if a 
majority shall vote in the negative and the 
foregoing provisions ‘shall not become ef- 
fective,’ 
the registered vote, but only a majority of 
those voting. 

“Does it not appear surprising that here 
we are within a fortnight of the election and, 
so far as I can call to mind, there has been 
no agitation of the subject publicly, and I 
in the pwblic 
prints relating to it. There seems to be no 
very great difference in the public mind as 
between rival candidates at this time and 
far less excitement over the election than 
is usual. In fact, I hardly ever saw a city 
election approach so quietly. 


Light Vote Likely. 


“Now, under this state of things it is 
entirery possible that not one-fourth, or pos- 
sibly one-eighth or one-tenth of the regis- 
tered voters of the city will cast their bal- 
lots at all, and certainly the vote will be ex- 
ceedingly light unless attention is called to 
this and other proposed amendments to the 
charter. So_that it is entirely possible that 
those interested in some personal advantage 
to have this amendment passed may conduct 
a quiet campaign and carry a majority of 
the ballots put into the box, when in reality 
not more than one in five, or maybe one in 
ten, of the aggregate people of the city are 
really in favor of it. 

“I do not wish to have it understood that 
I am pressing my individual views unduly, 
but I have had long experience and much to 
do with the city government, and I think the 
public is entitled to know not only my views, 
but those of all other men who have made a 
study of like problems. 

“T have respect for the opinions of any 
who differ, and I have sympathy for any 
who want an office, or for any who already 
enjoy salaries or want them raised. In what 
I say here I am not making an attack upon 
anybody, but trying to talk for the city and 
the public good. 


Should “Track the Law.” 


“As well as I can recall, without having 
the actual figures before me, the city this 
year enjoyed an income, handled and dis- 


thus not requiring a majority of | 


. posed of over $5,000,000, which came out of 


the pockets of the people in all of the va- 
rious forms of taxation, licenses, fees and the 
like. This is an enormous sum. Now, the 
proper way to have done would be to track 
the law. Under the law the city government 
is required to make up a balance sheet show- 
ing a fair and just estimate of what the in- 
come of the city for the year is going to be, 
and then to apportion that income to the 
various public purposes to be needed or ad- 
ministered during the year, and see to it that 
the apportionment for expense does not ex- 
ceed the income. 

‘Tf, in making up the balance sheet at 
the beginning of the year, an undue regard 
was paid to salaries and new offices and 
local improvements for the benefit of indi- 
viduals who had too much.influence, then 
there would not be enough left to serve the 
city and to do such work as was really nec- 
essary for the public good during the year, 
including such things as repairing an impor- 
tant bridge, building schoolhquses, or any- 
thing and everything that the city requires. 

“But if, on the other hand, the rules 
were adopted in a manly and conscientious 
spirit to serve the city and the public first 


and let the boys who wanted personal bene- 


fits come second, then out of the $5,000,000 
that the city government handled during the 
year, there would be plenty for every legiti- 
mate purpose without raising any taxes. 


Business Methods Needed. 


“The truth is, our taxes are too high 
now. They ought to be lowered to 1 per 
cent instead of being raised to 1% per cent, 
and I am very much inclined to think that if 
the business of the city was managed with 
the same ability and with the same fidelity 
to its interests that we see business men use 
in handling their own affairs, the city could 
get along and be as well or better served at 
1 per cent than it is now at 1% per cent. 

“At all events, let us vote down this 
amendment and let the charter stay as it is, 
and tell the city government plainly that it 
must get along without any increase in th» 
tax rate. " 

“The city of Atlanta has prospered more 
than almost any other city in, the country, 
and yet we have no navigable stream or har- 
bor, or neighboring mines or anything else 
on which to:build the city except the wonder- 
fully wise charter, conservative and economi- 
cal government in the past years, though it 
is greatly feared that matters have been 
traveling in the wrong direction of late. 

“If this new and unwise amendment 
passes it is likely to check building or im- 
portant improvements and deter men of 
capital or any new business from moving to 
the city. The first class who will suffer 
will be those engaged in the buildine trades 
and repairs. They comprise about 15,000 or 
20,000 of our population. If they can get 
no work in Atlanta they will have to move 
away. If the city should be compelled to cat 
down its police force, its fire department, 
its teachers in the public schools, its em 
ployees in public work of all kinds, and in 
the city offices, you see at once another 
large percentage of our population gone. 
And, mark what I tell you, whatever delusive 
hopes may be held out by people who from 
lack of Knowledge and experience are mak 
ine a mistake in the maiter, the people who 
will be the first to suffer will be the city 
employees of all kinds and descriptions. | 

“Another class for whom we may hav: 
real sympathy is the women and children 
upon whom taxes too large and too heavy 
are levied, but who have no vote and who 
will have their property very greatly bur- 
denoa ona crippled if this amendment ts al- 
lowed to become a law. I do most earnestly 
hope and advise that it be defeated.

MRS. HARALSON’S TRIBUTE 
TO MRS. WILEY COZART

Unremitting toil 
in the counting room and at the in 
three years wrought an irreparable wreck 
of constitution. Realizing this, the young 
man, with wife and child, turned his steps

few short months of suffering. he gave up 
life’s struggie and was laid to rest in Oak- 
and cemetery. 

“After a short time the young wife, with 
her little daughter, responding to the call of 
relatives, went back to the former home in 
Montgomery, Ala.

Wanted by the Government. 
Railroads May Join to Ex- 
pedite the Case—Supreme 
Court to Act Before Jan. 1. 


Washington, November 21.—The de- 


partment of justice and the railroads ‘ 


of the country may join in an effort 
to have the constitutionality of the 
Adamson eight-hour law determined by 
the supreme court before January 1, 
when it becomes effective. 

Attorneys for the Pennsy!vania, New 
York Central and Burlington roadg 
conferred tonight with Attorney Gen- 
eral Gregory and Solicitor General Da~ 
vis and it was understood the question 
was discussed of making a test case of 


one of the suits with a view to hav- | 


ing the entire question settled as soon 
as possible. It is believed further ne- 
gotiations will be undertaken tomor- 
row and that there is prospect of an 
agreement which would put the issue 
in one case. 

If this course is adopted the depart- 
ment ang the railroads will make ev- 
ery effort to expedite the case they 
select for the test. Although the ques- 
tion arose first today at Kansas City 
in the case of the Missouri, OKlahoma 
and Gulf injunction suit, the present 
intention here is to make the fight on 
the suit of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, set for hearing there Thurs- 
day. 

A decision by the supreme court 
would not in law be binding on other 
litigants, but if the railroads and the 
department agreed that all parties 
should abide by a decision in this case 
no other suits would be begun and 
those already instituted would be 
dropped. Both sides are represented 
as anxious that there be an early de- 
cision by the highest federal tritunal 
of the validity of the Adamson act, !n 
view of the importance of the issues 
‘nvolved and the unsettied condition 
which may result from failure to have 
a final interpretation promptly.

GOVERNMENT MOVES 


FOR EARLY DECISION. 
Kansas City, Mo., November 21.— 


Legal skirmishing in the fight of the 
railroads of the United States against 
the Adamson eight-hour ‘aw was 
brought to a sudden issued today by a 
motion filed by the government in the 
United States district court hcre, which 
it is expected will result in a decision 
on the constitutionality of the law by 
the supreme court of the Unitcd States 
before January 1, when the law is to 
go into effect. 

“Prolonged, unnecessary ‘ind scat- 
tered litigation should, if possible, be 
avoided, otherwise injury may result tuo 
the public and the railroads and their 
employees,” the government says in 
its motion as a reason for its action. 

The government's motion, which was 
directed. against Alexander New and 
Henry C. Ferriss, receivers for the Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma and Gulf railroad, em- 
bodied two distinct requests of the 


court a's follows: 

“1, The government asks an immedi- 
ate decision on the injunction peti- 
tion filed by the receivers for the Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma and Gulf, in which the 
Adamson law was attacked as un- 
‘constitutional, and an order required 
forbidding its enforcement. The gov- 
ernment contends that the injunction 
petition should be dismissed because 
the law is constitutional, therefore, 
leaving the railroad no basis in equity 
for its action, 

“9 Should the law be held unconsti- 
tutional the government asks that the 
court direct the receivers for the rail- 
road to join the government in get- 
ting the case advanced immediately to 
the supreme court of the United States 

or fina] decision.” 
: judge William C. Hook, sitting in the 
case, took the motion under advise- 
ment and announced that he will ren- 
der a decision tomorrow. 

Should the law be held constitutional 
by Judge Hook, it is expected that 
the rafiroads will appeal in an effort 
to stop the law’s decree before January 
1. In any case the government plan's 
to havesthe const 
law befor 
tribunal reconvenes December 4 an 
to urge that it be advanced for im- 
mediate hearing. 

Action in the case was taken on 
the injunction petition of the Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Gulf, rather than on 
similar petitions of scores of other 
roads throughout the United States 
because the Missouri, Oklahoma and 
Gulf is in receivership and under the 
direction of the federal court.

| Pollard on Trial Today. 


Facing two charges, one of felony 
and the other of mirsdemeanor, Wil- 
liam Pollard, the strike organizer 
from Springfield, Dil. foremost fig- 
ure in the street carmen’s agita- 
tion, will be breught before Judge 
Hill in superior court this morning 
for trial. 

He was indicted last week in con- 
nection with the circulation of a 
pamphlet, alleged to attack em- 
ployees of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, entitled “The 
Strikebreaker.” 

Bond of $2,500 was affixed for 
him. 


The present grand jury investigat- 
ing the strike agitation is, according 
to report, about to be confronted with 
an investigation into conferences held 
by labor chiefs in the offices of Je- 
rome Jones and R. E. Gann, which are 
said to have been dictographed by in- 
struments discovered by investigators 
recently. 

Despite the fact that no one concern- 
ed with either side of the situation 
would discuss it, it was the current re- 
port around courthouse circles yester- 
day afternoon that attorneys for the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
are preparing data to be submitted to 
the grand jury bearing on conferences 
held by labor officials interested in the 
carmen’s strike agitation. 

Gann Willing for Test. | 

R. E. Gann, president of the’ Atlanta 
Federation of Trades, whose office in 
the Grant building is said to have been 
dictographed, stated in this connection 
that he had nothing to fear from any 
accurate dictograph report of anythine 
which had occurred in his office which 
might be submitted to any judicial 
body. 

‘Evidence of aS many as fifteen 
persons being connected with carrying 
out the alleged dictograph project is 
said by Mr. Gann to be in the hands of 
union officials. Prosecution was urg- 
ed, and it is stated that labor chiefs 
propose to carry the case to the end. 

J. H. Porter, of the Grant building, 
in whose office the transmitter of the 
dictographs was alleged to have been 
found, would have nothing to: say on 
the subject yesterday; neither would 
officials of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company. They wouid neitaer 
deny nor affirm the charge that the 
labor men had been dictographed in 
any of their conferences. 

Ten Indictments Returned. 

The grand jury yesterday returned 
indictments against additional alleged 
dynamiters in connection with the 
trolley strike agitation. 

This makes a total of ten indict- 
ments at present, with county officials 
seeking to obtain evidence against 
many additional suspects yet not under 
arrest. : 

Charles McGehee was indicted, 
charged with having advised Esco Nal- 
ley, a youth, to dynamite the Piedmont 


avenue car barns, and to have fur- 
nished the latter with explosives for 
that purpose. 

Others indicted, were Clinton John- 
son, a striking electrical worker, who 
is alleged to have placed dynamite on 
trolley tracks during the siege of dy- 
namiting experienced by the trolley 
System early this month; Luther 
Pritchett and Carson Turner were 
tng # indicted on the charge that 
they had been found in possession of 
four sticks of dynamite, four fuses and 
as many caps for the alleged purpose 
of using in a criminal manner against 
property of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company.

Brotherhoods and Federa- 
tion to Unite for Fight. 
Wilson Is Cheered for 
-Sympathy With Labor. 


Baltimore, November 21.—Efforts to 
effect an affiliation between the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and the four 
railway brotherhoods received impetus 
today when the federation convention 
here enthusiastically received five 
speeches by the four representatives of 
the different brotherhoods and Presi- 
dent Gomipers, of the federation, favor- 
ing such action. 

Encouraged by the friendly recep- 
tion of the plan, the leaders of the two 
organizations tonight were preparing 
to inaugurate a joint fight for better 
working conditions, particularly for 
railway workers of all classes, and 
against all compulsory arbitration

Both sides hope that they will be 
able to gain favorable legislation dur- 
ing the coming session of congress and 
prevent the breaking down of present 
favorable labor laws, by representing 
a united front. They believe, too, that 
official affiliation only awaits Certain 
formal steps to be taken by the broth- 
erhoods at their convention next year. 

To Fight Compulsory Arbitration. 

Other than to say that they would 
oppose all sorts of compulsory arbi- 
tration bills in congress, the speakers 
were rather indefinite as to what they 
expected to do for the great mass of 
railway workers. Federation leaders, 
however, said frankly that the primary 
object of the proposeg affiliation is to 
bring about a universal eight-hour 
day. 

Brotherhood leaders left here after 
the meeting undetermined as to what 
their next step would be. Should they 
decide to call a strike because the rail- 
roads do not put the Adamson law into 
effect January 1 they probabl} will ask 
a conference with federation officials. 
They also will seek conferences, it is 
pelieved, if the present injunction suits 
of the’ railroads are guccessful. 

The only definite plan the leaders 
of the two organizations have is to 
confer immediately upon the presenta- 
tion in congress of any other  bDilis 
which they believe would prove detri- 
mental to their muttal interests. 
Shortly after the speakers had address- 
ed the convention all of the brother- 
hood representatives left for variouge 
cities. William G. Lee, Warren .- §., 
Stone ang lL. E. Sheppard, of the 
trainmen, engineers and conductors, 
respectively, returned to Washington, 
and w.S. Carter, of the firemen, went 
to New York. P 

Wilson Praised By Lee. “ 

Mr. Lee, who made the principal ad- 
dress to the convention, sought to 
make it plain that the brotherhoods 
were’ not coming to the federation to 
obtain help specifically for their fight 
against the railroads over the Adam- 
son eight-hour day law. He declared 
that the brotherhoods were willing to 
assume all responsibility in that strug- 
gle, but he held that the time had come 
when it was to the interest of all rail- 
way workers to unite for their mutual 
advantage. 

“We must hang together, or we will 
hang separately,” he said. 

Unorganized men on railroad lines 
where organization is prohibited need 
the assistance of both the feedr> ion 
and the brotherhoods, Lee said, and the 


brotherhoods are willing to give it to 
them. 

“I am about anarchist enough,” he 
said, ‘“‘to say that we are going to 
work for the eight-hour day for all 
classes. If we can’t get it peaceably, 
we will fight for it.” 

Proionged cheering followed when 
Lee praised President Wilson. 

“[t took more courage for him to 
write across the front pewes of the 
newspapers that he was for an eight- 
hour day than it would have taken 
for him to have written that this coun- 
try was at war with Mexico,” he said. 

“Our principal object now is to help 
the president and the tnen in both 
branches of congress to make good 
their promises to us. I[ believe they 
will do it.” 

Lee declared that now that an elec- 
tion had, been won without the assist- 
ance of New York, Indiana or Illinois, 
labor should not fail to retain its pow- 
er thus gained. 

The brotherhoods, Lee declared, had 
no desire that the Adamson bill should 
be enacted into law, but inasmuch as it 
had become a law,\ they were trying 
to live up to it. 

The other brotherhood heads made 
Similar appeals and their remarks 
were greeted by prolonged cheers. 

President Gompers pointed out that 
the proposed united action under dis- 
cussion was entirely voluntary, 
the same time declared his belief that 
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the brotherhoods soon would be offi- 
cially affiliated with the federation.

| President Gompers said: 


“We expect that the railroad broth- 
erhoogs will on January 1 next inau- 
gurate the eight*hour work day and 
{ think I can truly say to you that you 
have the undivided support of the or- 
ganized workingmen and women as 
represented by the American Federa- 
tion of, Labor. : 

“When the ‘money power. of the 
United States failed in the attempt to 
corrupt the electorate and when their 
‘plans were upset by the votes of the 
citizenship, the capitalists showed their 
colors. They gave out a declaration 
that they were noins to antagonize 
every effort put forth -by organized 


or. 

“But, men of wealth, I say to you, 
be careful how far you go. There is 
a limit even to human endurance. You 
throw down the gauntlet and we ac- 
cept the challenge. When the time 
comes it will be another case of ‘lay 
on, MacDuff; and ‘damned be he who 
first cries hold, enough!” ; 


Alleged Ceereion of Press. 


S. Carter, president of the 
men, told the federation that the dan- 
ger that confronts all working people 
today is ‘the coercion or subornation 
of the public press by the master 
class.”’ 

“The coming of the penny paper,” 
he added, “has done more than any- 
eg else to place the press under 
the domination of advertisers. Unfor- 
tunately labor has but little to do with 
advertising—practically all the adver- 
tisements come from the master class.” 

Mr. Carter declared that when the 
railroad brotherhoods began the eight- 
hour movement a year ago “a few men 
in New York city who direct the af- 
fairs of all the railroads,” undertook 
one of the greatest publicity cam- 
paigns the world ever has witnessed. 

“I have positive evidence from one 
of the leading advertising agencies,” 
Mr. Carter said, “that provision was 
made to advertise in 3,000 daily and 
14,000 weekly papers. Think of it— 
meres millions of dollars worth of ad- 
vertising to prejudice the public 
against the brotherhoods. 

After the departure of the brother- 
hood representatives the conventior 
proceeded with routine business, and it 
is considered doubtful if the questio:: 
of affiliation with the brotherhoods is 
touched upon again at this session. 


WILSON WILL URGE 
RAILWAY LEGISLATION. 


Washington, November 21.—President 
Wilson's recommendation’s for railroad 
legislation in his address to congress 
will be practically the same as those 
embodied in his special aadress last 
August when a nation-wide railroad 
strike was pending. The president di's- 
cussed some of the details today with 
the cabinet, 

In his special address the president 
made six specific recommendations. 
Two provided for an eight-hour day 
as a legal basis of work and of wages 
on railways, and for a commission to 
observe the operation of the law were 
embodied in the Adamson act. 

The others which remained unacted 
upon and which will be renewed by the 
president are: 

“Immediate fe eae for the enlarge- 
ment and administrative reorganization 
of the interstate commerce commission 
along the lines embodied in the bill re- 
cently passed by the house of repre- 
sentatives and now awaiting action by 
the senate, in order that tne commis- 
Ss may be enabled to deal with the 
great and yarious duties now develop- 
ing upon it with a promptness and 
thoroughness which are with its pres- 
ent constitution and means of action 
i oor! impossible. 

“Explicit approval by the congress 
of the consideration by the interstate 
commerce commission of an increase 
of freight rates to meet such additional 
expenditures by the railroads as may 
have been rendered necessary by the 
adoption of the eight-hour day and 
which have not been offset by admin- 
istrative readjustments and ‘economics, 
should the facts disclosed justify the 
increase. 

“An amendment of the existing fed- 
eral statute which provides for the 
mediation, conciliation and arbitration 
of such controversies as the present 
by adding to it a provision that in 
cases the methods of accommodation 
now provided for should fail, a full 
public investigation of the merits of 
every such dispute shall be instituted 


out may lawfully be attempted. 

“The lodgment in the hands of the 
executive of the power, in case of mili- 
tary necessity, to take control of ‘such 
portions of such rolling stock of the 
railways of the country as may be re- 
quired for military use and to operate 
them for military purposes, with au- 
thority to draft into the military ,serv- 
ice of the United States such train 
crews and administrative officials as 
the circumstances require for their safe 
and efficient u'se.”

WAGES ARE ADVANGED 
‘BY STEEL CORPORATION 


200,000 Men Are Affected, 
and $20,000,000 Added 
to the Payroll. 


New York, November 21.—The United 
States Steel corporation tonight an- 
nounced an increase of ten per cent in 
the wages of the employees of its steel 
and iron companies, effective Decem- 
ber 15 next. Salary advances in ther 
departments of the corporation also 
will be equitably adjusted; it was 
stated. The increase affects in all 
about 200,000 employees and probaly 
adds nearly $20,000,000 to the corpora- 


tion’s payroll. 

“Ordinarily the question of wages 

would not come up for consideration or, 
decision at this time of the year,” said 
Chairman Elbert H. Gary in making the 
announcement, “but in consequence of 
the abnormal conditions now existing 
it has been decided to increase the wage 
rates of our iron and steel companies 
about ten per cent, to take effect De- 
cember 15. As to other departments,

Total salaries and wages paid to the 
companies’ 191,126 employees in 1915 
aggregated $176,800,874. Sinee that 
time the number of emplovees has 
greatly increased and several wage ad- 
vances have been made. It is estimat- 
ed the payroll of the steel corpora- 
tion at this time is between $190,000,- 
000 and $200,000,000, which implies an 
increase of approximately $20,000,000 
under the higher rate of pay. 


WAGE INCREASE 
BY WOOLEN MILLS. 


Boston, November 21.—A ten per cent 
wage increase in all the miils of the 
American Woolen company, whieh em- 
Ploys 35,000 hands in New England and 
New York state, was announced to- 
night. At the same time the Arlington 
mills, whose large cotton plant at Law- 
rence employs 5,000 hands, announced 
“a higher scale of wages,” the amount 
of which was not specified. It was 
believed that the new scale would be 
similar to that made public last night 
by the Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of New Bedford, granting their 
33,000 employes a ten per cent raise. 

The increases bring the wazes to the 
highest point in the history of the in- 
dustry.

In eleven of the 
eixteen Auburn victories the Jackets 
failed to score, while with the excep- 
tion of their 1906 victory they have 


never been able to score over one 
touchdown against the Plainemen.

“Dick Jemis@n, Sporting Editor, Atlanta 
Constitution: Regarding the possibility of 
@® game between Tennessee and Tech for 
next Saturday, November 25, I would like 
to call attention to the heavy games our 
|} Tech team has gone through this season, 
to say nothing of our remaining game 
with Auburn for Thanksgiving day. It hds 
been found from experience many seasons 
past how foolish it is to attempt a game 
with a first-class team the Saturday before 
Thanksgiving and then come back for an- 
other first-class game Thanksgiving day. 
For that reason alone have ali the teams 
in every section of the country where they 
consider themselves contenders ieft this 
date open as a rest period. 

‘It is unfortunate that the schedules of 
Tennessee and Tech this season do not 
bring these two undefeated teams together 
so as to eliminate one or the other from a 
claim to the championship, but of course 
the season’s outcome would never have been 
doped to call for any such game. Two 
weeks ago I was asked on every side why 
Tech did not play Vanderbilt, however, 
after the Tennessee game these same’ peo- 
ple were wondering why our schedule did 
not take on Tennessee, 
_ “I want to say in behalf of the ones who 
make the schedules at Tech that they en- 
deavor by every means to give to Tech and 
Atlanta the hardest schedule possible and 
one that will keep -up interest throughout 
the season and work to a climax on Thanks- 
giving day. For this reason alone does 
Tech not attempt to take on a game with 
some big eastern college. You, yourself, 
realize that it is a much harder strain, 
mentally and physically, to play Georgia, 
Auburn, North Carolina, Alabama or Wash- 
ington and Lee than it would be to play 
Georgetown, Army, Pennsylvania or some 
other team of this class, where nothing 
in particular is at stake. If we won it 
would be intimated that we caught t big 
team napping. and if we iost it wouid not 
be unexpected. 

“Auburn and Tech, in arranging their 
game together for Thanksgiving day, took 
special note of the fact that with first- 
class teams either one or both might come 
up to the final game undefeated and there- 
by make the Thanksgiving day game a 
factor in championship ranking. This has 
proven the case now, both last year and 
this, for a defeat by Auburn on Thanks- 
giving day would completely’ eliminate 
Tech, whereby a win over Auburn leaves 
Tech undefeated, with a hard schedule 
completed, which should show for itself the 
caliber of the team and not make a rank- 
ing -so terribly hard. : 

‘‘My personal suggestion, to help solve 


'this problem of joint championship mud- 


dles each year, would be for Tennessee and 
Vanderbilt to take on one more hard 
southern team each year than their sched- 
ules now call for, replacing one of the 
second-class games, and thereby help do 
some of the eliminating which is now done 
by Auburn, Georgia, Alabama, Sewanee and 
Tech. This is what will be necessary be- 
fore any championship can be positively de- 
cided. An examination of the various 
schedules will show what I mean. 
“Taking for granted that Tennessee and 
Tech finish Thanksgiving day with clean 
slates, it is to be deplored that they can- 
not play off the apparent tie for honors, 
but Tech’s season will then be completed 
and we will have to be satisfied with the 
laurels falling where our various friends 
think they should.

IN TRABUE MURDER TRIAL 


Nashville, Tenn., November 21.— 
Judge A. B. Neil, before whom Charles 
C. Trabue is being tried for killing 
Harry S. Stokes, another attcrney, in 
the latter's office April 26, today in- 
structed the jury not to consider wheth- 
er Stokes three years ago violated an 
agreement in regard to an impending 
lawsuit, and told them that-he was per- 
mitting Dan E. McGugin, attorney and 
football coach at Vanderbilt, to testify 
only that they might inquire into 
whether Trabue was acting in good 
faith when he filed a court record de- 
nouncing Stokes for the alleged. viola- 


tion of the agreement and which was 
the beginning of the antagonism that 
existed between the two attorneys. Mc- 
Gugin, who was one of the attorneys 
entering into the agreement, testified 
that before Trabue’s answer was filed 
denouncing Stokes, he told Trabue that 
Stokes admitted to him being responsi- 
ble for having filed the lawsuit al- 
leged to be in violation of the agree- 
ment. 

The remainder of the day was occu- 
pied in the examination of witnesses 


| who testified in regard to the attitude 


of Stokes toward Trabue from that day 
until his death. Reau Folk, former state 
treasurer, testified that the day after 
Trabue filed his answer, Stokes was 
bitter in his denunciation of Trabue for 
what he termed untrue and unjust crit- 
icism. He accompanied Stokes to Tra- 
bue’s office to talk the matter over and 
Stokes’ remarks to Trabue on that visit 
he described as pungent but not of- 
fensive. 

McGugin, Berry Spence, 2 reporter, 
and John T. Lielyett, an attorney, tes- 
tified about Stokes’ version of that vis- 
it as told on various occasions since 
that time. Stokes told them, they said, 
that he went to Trabue’s office, de- 
nounced him as a coward and a scoun- 
drel and shook him, one of the wit- 
nesses testified, “till he coughed up 
the damned lies in the bill.” 

Other witnesses testified to insulting 
remarks that Stokes had made about 
Trabue from the time of the original 
controversy three years ago until his 
death, but said they had not communlil- 
cated them to Trabue. 

The most important witness for Tra- 
bue probably was W. R. Manier, Jr., a 
Nashville lawyer, connected with the 
Commercial club’s committee of public 
safety. He said Stokes had frequently
